Further evidence of a great In­ 
dian tribal battle lought along the 
Host bank of Sugar Creek, on Snow 
hill Rd . came to light Friday when 
•everal additional Indian skeletons 
buried in a common grave were 
unearthed at the former LeR o y 
Engle gravel pit, now owned by T 
E . Clemmer. 


The skeletons were found mingled 
together about three feet below the 
aurface, where a trench apparently 


had been scooped out by the In- 
duns several hunted years ago.. 
The bodies were dumped into the 
trench promiscuously, and covered 
up.

The old trench containing the In­ 
dian bones, which apparently ex­ 
tended along the south side of the 
pit, was struck and several skele­ 
tons were torn out by the bulldoz- 
e r s and gravel loaders. Then a 
dragline scoop was put to work, 
and how many additional skeletons 
were torn from their burial place 
cannot be ascertained.

Foot rot sometimes appears in 
cattle on pasture during the dry 
summer months when the animals 
have had no chance to come in 
contact with mud or filthy lots 
Many of these cases can be pre 
vented by making the animals walk 
through three or four inches of 
hydrated lime at least once daily. 
This can be done by putting the 
lime in a shallow box about two 
feet wide, eight inches deep, and 
IO feet long and placing the box 
in a narrow gate or doorway that 
the cattle will have to use in get 
ting to feed or water.
